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Antimatter

As a subject of particle physics, antimatter has been 
found to be very interesting in the scientific community. 
Firstly, let's expand on what it actually is: antimatter is 
(unsurprisingly) the opposite of regular matter. That is to 
say, it has the same mass as a particle of ordinary matter, 
but the charge and spin is opposite to its counterpart. 

The truly fascinating thing about antimatter is what 
happens when it comes into contact with regular matter; 
complete efficient transfer from matter to energy, one of 
the only known 100% systematic processes. This is 
called Matter Annihilation and it goes something like 
this; imagine, that there are two 1kg blocks of matter. 
One is antimatter and the other is regular matter. If 
combined, they will conform to Einstein's Theory of 
Relatively, more commonly known as E=mc A 2. 

What this means is the amount of energy that can be 
contained within matter (or in this case, released) is 
equal to the value of mass (in this case, 2kg) and the 
speed of light squared (8.98755179 x 1016 m2 / s2). 
Simply put, if these two theoretical block came together, 
they would give off about 17975 1000000000000 J or 180 
petaJoules, roughly equivalent to about 2 tons of TNT. 

Something like antimatter, with such a high energy 
release density has a great many applications in the 
world today. However, arguably the most exciting 
application for it is to be used in spaceship engines.

Interview with Director 
Keaten Howe

Tell us about yourself, are you a student etc? 

I have never studied at Murdoch, I am a WAAPA 
graduate of Stage management. I have also done parts of 
events management, always been a performing arts type of 
person. 

What brought you to Murdoch Theatre Company? 

I did a show last year at the blue room, we were needing 
extra actors and i know John King so i asked him for some 
contacts. He then put me in contact with a couple of ladies 
from Murdoch and from that i met more and more Murdoch 
theatre students. I then stage managed a show for second 
chance theatre and met more and since then have been 
hanging around with this bunch of crazy people and so i got 
involved here. 

What inspired you to apply to direct Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern are dead? 

It came out of a conversation at a meeting for Murdoch 
Theatre Companies design workshops and the joke was 
made that i should apply for it and i agreed to it and went 
"yeah cool not a problem" then kind of realised what i had 
agreed to so i went along with it and put a pitch in for it, 
having never read the show before i then spent 3 days 
reading the show and fell in love with it. 

Where you aware this is a part of the year 12 drama 
curriculum? 

Yes i was made aware and so it was always in the back of 
my mind that it was possible that we would get some year 
12s coming to see it. That also meant we contacted a lot of 
schools about it as well to make them aware it was on. 

How would you describe Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
are dead to someone who has never heard of it? 

The description it has is it's an absurdist melodrama, Its 
absolute chaos. The whole show is a lot of fun but its, as 
any type of Shakespeare, I don't try to understand what they 
are saying i just let that wash over me and just absorb what i 
can from it. It's handy to know also that it is based on the 
two characters from Hamlet and if you have an 
understanding of hamlet then you can piece together whats 
happening. The other description i've used is The Lion king 
is based on Hamlet, Well this is The Lion King 1.5 about 
Timon and Simba. 

Whats been the biggest challenges while directing this? 

At first it was getting my head around the story, and then 
when that all fell into place it was a matter of getting what i 
wanted across to the actors to help them share in my 



madness as well. Then it was trying to work out staging 
elements and working around the fact that we couldn't start 
working with those until we got into the space on Monday 
giving us only 3 days to make it work. 

How was it working with your cast? 

Its been a lot of fun, Its a lot of people i haven't worked 
with before. We have spent some days just playing with 
stuff as a group and some more serious and intense days. 
Ive looked forward to going to rehearsals because 
everyone has had really good energy, and everyone has 
been really excited about doing the show. 

Is there something you have done that you think has 
never been done with this play before? 

I think we have really worked with the overarching 
theme of travel and movement which is not something that 
has incorporated the set in before. A lot work with just a 
blank space however this is working with a visual set. And 
of course because of Rosencrantz having to drop out last 
minute so now we have a replacement Rosencrantz, so that 
happened 15 hours before opening leaving us working out 
how to make a Rosencrantz work with a script on stage. 
And also different dynamics going from a male 
Rosencrantz to a female Rosencrantz. 
I was always open to having a male/female leads or even 
female/female leads it was just the matter of the auditions. 
We had two very strong male auditions however its just 
worked out that due to the circumstances we have now 
ended with a male/female leads. 

What is coming up for you next? 

I theoretically should be at rehearsals tomorrow in 
Bunbury so thats a production of Cinderella which i will be 
stage managing and doing lighting design in July and then 
a Blue Room show in September and then possibly another 
Murodch Theatre Company in November so very busy.

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Faith Trade

In politics there are issues of faith, topics that each 
faction hold as central to their ideology and often 
form a litmus test for members and candidates. 
Centrists and centre right factions hold as one of 
these the belief in free trade, the system that strips 
foreign import taxes and quantity restrictions and 
allows open access to our markets to foreign 
industries. The phrase is said so often it is a virtual 
call to prayer for liberals the western world over, 
who exclaim the benefits for our exporters selling to 
the ever increasing markets around the world and the 
fairness of the system. 

The concepts of free trade have been around since 
16th century Spain and when originally implemented 
it was between 2 roughly equal partners in terms of 
development, production costs and transport costs if 
not 2 states in the same union. This meant that 
competition for the market came from craftsmanship, 
efficiency's and other factors. In the modern age, the 
obsession has led to agreements with countries of a 
radically different make up, our workers now 
compete with those around the world whose wages 
are radically smaller, giving them an almost 
unsurmountable advantage in manufacturing and 
basic service industries. This is the rights socialism, a 
provable fallacy that isn't even good on paper when 
you spend 2 minutes thinking about the 
consequences. 

And what of those consequences? The North 
American Free Trade Agreement celebrated its 20th 
birthday last year and according to Public Citizen, a 
non-profit, consumer rights advocacy group, has cost 
the US over 1 million jobs, contributed to a $182 
billion trade deficit between it and its 2 neighbours in 
the deal and basically been the exact opposite of what 
was promised. 

Western Governments need to understand that 
their markets are a resource that can be used 
effectively and profitably, to not only provide jobs 
but also money so that our citizen's needs and wishes 
can be met. In the centuries past, mercantilism was 
used to expand and jealously protect a nations 
markets and trade thus allowing these forces to be 
harnessed by the state for its own ends. We need to 
do similar and as Australia has roughly 24 million 
people and a GDP of $52000, that cycling population 



and GDP is going to provide a huge amount of 
business over a year and its one that the state must 
manage better. Now while a total monopoly is not 
realistic with the huge amount of goods and services 
around today, the government must strike a balance 
between using its economy to employ and sustain its 
population and opening it up to outside influences. 
Free trade strips us of our balancing measures such as 
tariffs that would even out the cost of production and 
give home industries a chance to develop and meet the 
internal demands, while securing jobs. 

The right often accuses the left of being naive but 
this belief is our own unbreakable Utopian dream and 
that it is sold with such fanaticism by those who would 
otherwise claim to be fiscally responsible shows that 
this issue has transcended rational thought and is now 
simply an article of faith. Safe from logic, regardless 
of the consequences. 
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Recent Free Trade 
agreements are a tool of 
imperialism.

Free Trade agreements, far from merely eradicating 
tariffs and other non-tariff barriers to trade, they are 
used to pursue specific geo political objectives. The 
Trans Pacific Partnership (TPP) is a great example of 
this. For many years the American economy has been 
in decline, this trend has been compounded by the 
GFC and the military debacle in the Middle East. 
Meanwhile China has become the nexus of globalised 
production and has made significant economic gains. 
China's economic preponderance in Asia hinders 
American interests in the pursuit of Markets, sources 
of raw materials and Energy, their objective economic 
interests are driving the two superpowers into 
conflict. In 201 1 President Obama announced the 
'pivot to Asia', the rebalance of 60% of America's air 
and naval forces from the Middle East to Asia by 
2020. The American ruling class is repositioning its 
military hardware in preparation for another war of 
aggression, this time with another nuclear armed 
superpower; China. 

The pivot to Asia is not merely the military 
encirclement of China, but its political and economic 
domination also. The TPP is the economic arm of the 
Pivot to Asia. The TPP is crucial to the establishment 
of US hegemony across Asia it seeks to re write the 
rules of trade across Asia in the interests of the banks 
of Wall Street and other American corporations, with 
widespread ramifications for the economic and social 
life of member countries. The TPP member countries 
include the US, Japan, Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, Mexico, Chile, Peru, Singapore, Malaysia, 
Brunei and Vietnam, while purposefully excluding 
China. The negotiations to establish the TPP have 
been ongoing for many years and have not yet 
concluded. If America fails to agree upon the 
necessary legislation with its members and pass it 
through congress, the leadership of Asia will be 
further contested by China creating the necessary 
institutions (as it has already done with the newly 
created Asian Infrastructure Investment Bank, 
rivalling the US dominated IMF & world bank and 
the Japanese dominated Asia Development Bank). 

While the TPP is aimed at furthering strengthening 
the anti-Chinese 'Pivot to Asia', Australia's recent 
free trade agreement with China is a reaction to this. 
China is Australia's largest trading partner. China is 
our largest export destination as it imports large 
amounts of resources and minerals as part of its 



stimulus program. Secondly education is the second 
largest component of Australia's GDP, Australia 
benefits a great deal from Chinese students pursuing 
higher education here. Recognising Australia's 
conundrum in the 'China choice', being economically 
dependent upon China, while being bound politically 
to the US. The Chinese bourgeois hopes to use a 
generous FTA to woo the Australian bourgeois rather 
than discipline Australia for its involvement in 
America's intrigues. Amid a worsening world 
economy Xi JingPing said in the Australian parliament 
that China would purchase $10 trillion worth of 
imports, export $500 billion in investment capital and 
provide 500 million tourists by 2020. 

Each free trade agreement can only be understood in 
its historical and geopolitical context. The rise of 
China and the simultaneous decline of the US has led 
to the re-emergence of great power politics. The TPP is 
a tool for the domination of China and its 
subordination to the dictates of American banks, while 
the Chinese FTA is aimed at swaying Australia from 
unconditional support for US Imperialism.

Politics in the ago of spin.

If you have ever watched the classic film The 
Wizard of Oz, then you are probably familiar with the 
phrase "Pay no attention to the man behind the 
curtain". If there's a phrase more fitting the state of 
affairs in the political sphere I am yet to hear it. 

Politics, both in Australia and the rest of the world, 
has steadily become worse for the last decade or two. 
Since the election of Rudd in 2007, we've seen a 
morbid game of musical chairs, both in the former 
Labor government, the Coalition opposition, and, if 
the polls continue the way they've been going for our 
noble leader, probably in the Coalition government 
too. While not all have been undeserved changes, this 
flurry of political assassinations in the past decade has 
been, to a large extent, caused by the voters. The 
people are angry, this is clear enough by looking at 
Abbot's opinion polls. The problem is that the 
majority of people don't know why they are angry. 

Now in the case of Abbot, it's fairly clear why the 
electorate are less than thrilled, but for the less than 
ceremonious dumping of Julia Gillard prior to the last 
federal election, the anger at the carbon tax, for 
people who understood how and why it was supposed 
to work, was bewildering. Cut back to 2012-13 and 
hear the tirade of abuse and cries of "ditch the witch", 
and go further back still to Gillard' s deposing of 
Rudd, as the mining industry runs a campaign so 
well-funded that it topples the incredibly popular, 
democratically elected, prime minister. One might ask 
why it was that the people were so outraged at two 
taxes that should have, if properly understood, be 
welcomed by the majority of Australians; that they 
were happy for the leader of their nation to be axed, 
essentially by big business. The answer, dear reader, 
is spin. 

Now if you are familiar with Armando Iannucci's 
brilliant television series The Thick of It, the fact that 
politicians attempt to twist the truth to benefit their 
party will not be a surprise to you. Now, as you could 
probably guess, the majority of the Australian public 
aren't particularly engaged in politics, with a relative 
minority understanding any of the legislation passed 
through parliament, and an even smaller minority who 
actually cares. It shouldn't surprise the reader to hear 
that this is exactly what the major parties want. 
Politicians are not stupid people; they know that the 
many, many unengaged Australians aren't going to

notice if they are misled. This is where spin comes in. 

Now come with me back to the 2013 election, and 
the Coalition's three world slogans, and cries of a 
budget emergency. If the current government set tax 
rates, and forced businesses to actually pay their 
share, at the same rate as the Howard government, 
that most beloved of neo-conservatives, Australia 
would be running the same surplus as it was then. The 
average voter has no idea about this, however. This is 
because the level of political debate by both major 
parties has been eroded to the point that a three word 
slogan becomes the benchmark for discussion. Gone 
are the days when if you ask a politician a question on 
policy, you might get an actual answer. 

The voters are, understandably, infuriated by the 
goings-on in Australian politics in recent months. 
What they should be infuriated about, however, is the 
man behind the curtain - the spins doctors who have 
watered down politics to the point that the phrase 
"stop the boats" is a substitute for political debate. 
They should be furious that the standard of living in 
Australia is dropping substantially at the same time 
that businesses are avoiding paying tax, and cutting 
worker's rights. We should be demanding a higher 
level of debate. We should be teaching our children 
that politics matters. Instead of complaining that 
politicians can't be trusted, we should be demanding 
reform. If only politics was important, right?

There were 113 Australians killed by terrorism 
(including overseas) from 1978-2014. 

Meanwhile in 2012 alone, 1997 people were killed 
in falling accidents, we are yet to see a headline "war 
on ladders and staircases will cost $850 million." 

Also, coconuts kill an estimated 
150 people worldwide, many trees were removed 
from Queensland in 2002 and signs in Hawaii read: 
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But still I am yet to see an article on the "Coconut 
death cult". 

I know this is a trivial example and terrorism is a 
serious issue worldwide, but the hysteria with which 
it is presented hides a barely veiled agenda. 

The real threat to our culture is not from the 
Middle East, it is the people behind the strategy to 1) 
create and emphasise a problem to fever pitch; 2) 
create the solution and sell it as the only way; 3) 
Gain what every government wants: More power. 

Fear. Fear dissolves logic and reason. Emotion 
overrides consciousness and drives people to agree 
with anything they think will protect them. But when 
you systematically process the message imbued with 
propaganda, the reality is a little skewed to the right. 

Sadly it has always been a tool of governments to 
create a boogie man, a foreign enemy who could 
strike anywhere anytime so that we must constantly 
be scared and be willing to "sacrifices some 
freedoms and privacy" as the political chambers 
have echoed all year. 

But one of the fathers of democracy is 
remembered for his quote: 

"Any society that would give up a little liberty to 
gain a little security will deserve neither and lose 
both" - Benjamin Franklin 

From communism, to the Soviet Union, to Al 
Qaeda, to "boat people" and ISIS, foreign enemies 
have been a tool of the right to expand their power, 
crushing any opposition with no-logic arguments 
and rhetoric sold in the headlines. 

It's stark truth now that terrorism and refugees 
have now been ideologically linked, irresponsibly 



hinted at by politicians since the Howard era for quick 
votes and now amplified to fever pitch in a bid to pass 
laws that send our country back 30 years. 

Now when we see a muslim man, the stereotype of 
"terrorism" is inextricably linked, marginalising and 
silently oppressing so many of an innocent, 
hardworking population. If anything, contributing to 
any radicalisation that does occur. 

Australian values have descended from the anything 
goes "no worries" culture into one divided by nonsense 
issues, like in 2010 when small breasts were banned in 
adult in all publications thanks to Barnaby Joyce. 

The most recent citizenship laws have also come 
under fire recently: Section 33AA of the proposed law 
says that dual citizens will renounce their Australian 
citizenship if they act "inconsistently with their 
allegiance to Australia".

SYRIZA's capitulation to EU

Since coming to power 
in January on the basis of its anti-austerity platform it 
has not unilaterally repudiated the €300 Billion dollars 
of debt from earlier governments, it has only negotiated 
for a slightly modified debt agreement. Following a 
recent referendum, in which 2/3 of the population voted 
once again, to say no to austerity, SYRIZA has 
stunningly betrayed the Greek working class by voting 
in favour of a €15 Billion dollar austerity package, 
which was above and beyond the €9 Billion dollar 
austerity package that was rejected in the referendum. 
SYRIZA's capitulation has saved the Greek banking 
system, and has protected the assets of its most wealthy 
citizens by remaining in the EU, SYRIZA has worked 
to save Greek capitalism. 

In every country there is an outpouring of opposition 
to austerity demands, the international working class 
must draw a lesson from the betrayal of the Greek 
working class by SYRIZA. This is what a pseudo left 
government looks like in power, we wrote on the world 
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socialist website, as early as January 27, (2 days after 
their election) that "In its origin, social composition 
and politics, SYRIZA is a bourgeois party — one of 
many, including the Democrats under US President 
Barack Obama — that come to power making 
promises of "hope" and "change" and then impose 
policies of austerity and war. It will inevitably betray, 
sooner rather than later, the aspirations for an end to 
social hardship and suffering that it has cynically 
exploited." 

SYRIZA is opposed to the program of Marxism as 
a revolutionary program, Resistance to austerity 
requires the immediate suspension of debt payments, 
the imposition of capital controls, the nationalization 
of all industry and banks under the democratic control 
of the working class, and a direct appeal to the 
international working class to spread the revolution. 
However none of these measures could be taken, due 
to the class 

character and orientation of SYRIZA. The 
international working class must make a break from 
the bourgeois political parties and their apologists, 
and instead form their own political parties, to assert 
their classes' independent political interests against 
the entire existing order, the source of social misery, 
war, and environmental devastation; Capitalism. 



A Short Guide To Things 
People Don't Believe

With the gradual decline of religious imperialism 
in the Western world, we have greater freedom to 
express a disbelief in God. As such, a whole new 
group of words have sprung up to help define the 
different facets of non-belief. Here is a short guide to 
the most common ones, and how to combine them. 

Theist - 

Comes from the Greek 'theos' meaning god. If 
you're a Christian or a Muslim, or you just believe in 
a god, you're a theist. Because many words 
describing a lack of belief build on 'theist' as a root 
word, it makes a twisted kind of sense to include this 
first on the list. 

Atheist - 

The prefix a- means 'not'. Thus, not theist. It 
means you don't believe in any god or gods at all. It 
often means you don't believe in anything spiritual or 
supernatural — but not necessarily. It is perfectly 




possible to believe in auras and reincarnation and be 
an atheist, as long as you don't believe there's a 
supreme being or two controlling it all. 

Agnostic- 

Gnosis is a Greek word meaning knowledge. 
Being agnostic means you think the answer to the 
question of God's existence is unknowable. It's 
common to be an agnostic atheist, which means you 
don't have enough evidence to say for sure, but you 
think it's more likely that God doesn't exist. You 
could also be an agnostic theist, which is the 
opposite. 

Ap atheist - 

This word describes not caring or not believing 
that the existence of god is relevant or meaningful to 
your life. It's a mashup of 'apathy' and 'theist'. For 
example, if you think it's impossible to know so you 
don't care one way or the other, you're most likely 
an agnostic apatheist. 

Anti-theist - 

This is probably the most misunderstood 
definition. There are two main types of anti-theism: 
the sort that opposes God him/her/itself, and the sort 
that opposes religion. If you're the first kind, you're 
probably not an atheist, because to oppose God, you 
would first have to believe in God. There are plenty 
of atheists who are the second kind, however, as you 
don't need to believe that God exists to believe that 
religion exists. An agnostic atheist who is also an 
anti-theist of the first kind would probably tell you 
that they don't currently believe in God, but if they 
were convinced of such a being they would find it 
their moral duty to oppose it. 

Bear in mind that these are only the standard 
definitions: this list might call you an apatheist, but 
if you'd rather say you're agnostic, nobody's going 
to stop you. However, if you're going to engage in a 
sustained discussion with someone, it's helpful to 
know these terms no matter what you believe.

Quick and Easy Students 
Pizza Base Recipe

Ingredients 

• 2 cups plain flower 

• 8g dry yeast 
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• 1 tsp caster sugar 

• 2 tbs olive oil 

• 3 A lukewarm water 

• Pinch of salt 



Method 

1. Sieve dry ingredients into a large mixing bowl 

2. Add oil and water to bowl and mix to a soft dough 

3. Knead on a floured surface until soft and pliable, 
return to bowl and cover with cling wrap 

4. Leave in a warm spot (e.g. outside) for 30minutes, 
the dough should double in size. 

5. Once risen, beat dough once to remove air 
bubbles. 

6. Remove from bowl and knead gently for 1 
minute. 

7. Roll out the dough to desired width and size. 

8. Add desired toppings and bake until firm. 

Tips: 

Try not to use too much flour when kneading out 
dough; otherwise it leaves a very floury taste to the 
base. 

Use a mug, bowl or plate to help cut out perfectly 
round pizza bases. 

Baking the pizza bases on their own for lOminutes 
helped make the bases firmer without burning the 
topping. 



Broke as hell recipe guide

Not Yucky-soba 

Price: ~$ 10-20 

Get your hands on some Mi Goreng (or other cheap 
as hell noodle pack), some cabbage, bean sprouts and 
teriyaki or tonkatsu sauce.

Fry 
your eggplants in a couple centimeters of oil until 
they're as tan as you would be if you could afford a 
holiday. 

Now you're going to layer this stuff in a baking 
dish as follows: eggplant, tomato sauce, cheese. Any 
other order will tear the fabric of space of time. Bake 
it for 20-30 minutes or until it looks good enough to 
shove into your food hole.

Inside Out

Pixar films tend to ask simple questions, what if 
toys had feelings? What if robots had feelings? What 
if monsters had feelings? Their newest film is no 
different. What if feelings had feelings? Inside Out 
introduces us to the emotions inside all of us, Joy, 
Disgust, Anger, Fear and Sadness. Pixar specialise in 
surprisingly deep emotionally charged films 

This film really has two plots playing side by side 
so let me give you a quick rundown. Firstly, Riley's 
family moves to a new town and between attending a 
new school, losing her old friends and her father 
stressed with his new job and trying to put on a brave 
face to not cause more trouble she is barely keeping it 
together.

Inside Out is really an incredible film, these two 
stories are beautifully entwined, you could watch and 
enjoy either without the other, but together, it is a lot 
more.

The 
new vocalist has his own unique voice and 
differentiates himself from the old vocalist from the get 
go. His clean vocals have great range and sound but his 
screams lack any punch and range. A few production 
misshapes and filler tracks bring this album down a bit 
but the well balanced nature of the album and great 
guitar riffs show that Northlane can still succeed 
without a core member.

Tech News

Faster 3D printing: A startup company in 
Redwood City, California claims to have created the 
technology to speed up 3D printing by 25 to 100 times 
dependant on the material used and the object being 
printed. The company is called Carbon 3D and they 
use an improved type of stereolithography which casts 
patterns of UV light which catalyses the formation of 
polymers from resin. Usually with stereolithography, 
due to its layered process, the finished objects are 
often left weak where layers connect. Carbon 3D's 
method is to place a pool of resin on top of a 
permeable window, which will allows the UV light 
and oxygen through which prevents the hardening of 
polymers at the bottom, which removes the structural 
weaknesses. Basically this means that instead of 
printing layer by layer like most printers do, the layers 
can continue to print as each is finished. This is how 
they cut down the speed so much. CEO Joseph 
DeSimone claims that because he is using chemistry to 
develop this project rather than purely mechanical 
engineering, his technology is set far apart from the 
rest. 

Qualcomm processor innovations: Qualcomm 
entered the next generation when they revealed their 
Adreno 5xx GPU architecture. The Adreno 530 and 
510 will be installed into the new Snapdragon 820 and 
620/618 processors that feature 14-bit Spectra image 
signal processing that supports DSLR level 
photography and better computer visuals. This 
technology has already been adopted by Samsung 
during testing for the Galaxy S7. Snapdragon 820 
based devices are planned to be available during the 
first half of 20 16. 

NBN satellite close to launch: On October 1, the 
national broadband network will launch one of two 
broadband satellites named 'Sky Muster'. The satellite 
will launch from French Guiana and provide relief for 
Australians currently on the interim satellite service 
which has been slow from congestion. Although this 
satellite is planned to reach most users, a second 
satellite will launch next year to cover capacity issues 
and ensure regional and remote users can receive the 
signal, according to Communications Minister 
Malcolm Turnbull. The peak download speeds should 
be 25 megabits/second all over the country and all 
Australians should be able to access the service.

By utilizing antimatter as a primer for nuclear 
fusion, or just as a matter-antimatter propulsion, it's 
expected that space craft would easily be able to make 
jaunts around the solar system in as little as a few 
months, to deep space exploration that would be 
entirely implausible only 50 years ago 

Unfortunately, for all the great antimatter can do, it 
is quite a difficult thing to manufacture, as human 
attempts at Fermilab's Tevatron particle accelerator 
(the largest particle accelerator before it was shut 
down) have created only 1 5 nanograms of antiprotons 
to date. However, the ingredients for antimatter occur 
quiet often in nature, albeit in very small quantities. 
For example, every day the Earth is bombarded with 
cosmic rays that brings down minute particles of 
antimatter. There's also appears to be evidence of 
antimatter being produced above large thunderstorms. 
But, perhaps the most interesting source of positrons 
(the antimatter equivalent of an electron) comes from 
bananas. Bananas contain a naturally occurring 
isotope of potassium (potassium-40) and produce 
about 1 positron every hour; as the potassium-40 
decays, the occasional positron is formed. 

Antimatter is a field that shows a lot of promise, but 
even more obstacles to overcome. The production, 
containment and safe release of annihilation are three 
things that will need to be solved before it becomes a 
substance that can be worked with, however, with 
technology advancing the way it is, we might be able 
to see become a major contributing factor to life, both 
on Earth and off, within the next 50 years.
